The Chairman, F. E. Fitzgerald, announced that the pledzes 
received from the N. C. E. A. and the Catholic colleges end universities 
guarentee publication for the first year. The new "Catholic Periodical 
Index" will be vrinted by the H. W. Wilsen Company of New York City. (A 
full report of the meeting is contained in this issue.

Chicago, Ill. Jan. 7, 1930.- Short services were held yesterday for the 
leying of the cornerstone of the Elizabeth Cudahy Memorial Library at 
Loyola University. The ;300,000 building is the cift of Edward Oudahv 
as a memorial to his wife who is still living. It is located on the 
north edge of the campus at the leke front. The sixth of a groun com- 
prising the lake shore cammous of the university, the new buildine is a 
worthy addition to the numbcr of librery builcings erectod by Catholic 
institutions in this country. During the recent meeting of the Library 
Section of the National Cabholic Educctional Association, a tour of the 
new library was made. Dedication of the completed structure will occur 
cn June 10th as part of the university's Cormencement Week celebretion. 
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EDITORIALS COOPERATION A FAC T. EDITORIALS 


The opinion prevailed at one time among our Cathoiic librar- 
ians that the cooverative spirit wes not apparent and very likely cid 
not exist. At this writing it would appear that that ancient attituce 
can be definitely discarded. If the return from the campaign of the 
Library Section can be accented as a fact finding matter on library co- 
operation, the results warrant a much more cheerful attitude towards 
the production of the "Catholic Periodical Index" as well as any future 
undertaking reouiring cooperation in its initial stages. Cooneration 
exists to a remarkable extent when one considers that it has been an 
altogether latent virtue and has managed to survive over a long period 
of negligence. With this chanre of attitude and the resultant good will 
accruing day by day in the Library Section's advancement the ¢eround for 
a strong body of American Catholic Librarians will be ready. A pvracti- 
cal test is again the best proof. Theoreticai holdings have heJd the 
attention of some of our peonle too long. We must nut to the test many 

of our cherished tenets about what Catholics can or can rot do as a 
body. Perhaps we are like China - unconscious of our strength. It is 
very encouraging et any rate to sid at the receiving end of a stream of 
correspondence originating at all voints in the country and feel the 
reel unity that exists in our ranks as librarians. The "Catholic Period- 
ical Index" is the opening gun, let us hope, to a continuous series of 


professional advances. 


RAT DO CATHOLIC LIBRARIES NEED MOET? 


The objectives of the Library Section as the professional 
Catholic library center should be reflective of the actual needs of our 
libraries if its service is to be effective in the day's work. The re- 
sponsibility is two-fold, hovever, and unless the wants of the individ- 
val library can be learned no inclusion can be expected in a program 
the Library Section may formulate. A thorough understanding of the gen- 
eral Catholic library problem no doubt is available among the manv able 
librarians of long exnerience, but we must not forget that emy one in- 
dividual or group of individuals is a comvosite of experiences. These 
expericnces may or may not represént the particular tyve likely to pvro- 


duce a solution to your own problems, It becomes ea matter of information 


then, of just what your own problems are and of committing them io 
paper. The annual meeting in June will provide ample time for Round 
Table discussion when each can draw on the cxperience of every other, 
or form a special committee to solve more difficult situations. Com- 
mittees composed of active veovle definitely decided about the study 
ot hand and committed to the idee of nroducing a definite solution 
should be the normal procedure. Limitation of scove to confined object- 
ives will insure completion within a prescribed time. There is no such 
discouraging results as "The Committee reports progress" in a live 
organization. If the membership will face actual conditions and refer 
to the officers definite vroblems for discussion end solution, the ob- 
jectives of the Library Section will be concerned with a condition and 
not a theory. We should work out our destiny mecting conditions rether 
than theories. F.E.F.
